WILMINGTON — Fol- 
lowing an affirmative 
vote by the board, the 
town will continue to 
make use of the Regional 
Housing Services Office. 
The office is located in 
Reading; it jointly serves 
the towns of Reading, 
North Reading, Saugus, 
and Wilmington. 

Director of Planning 
and Conservation Valerie 
Gingrich identified Coor- 
dinator Laurie Stanton, 
who runs the office, as a 
valuable resource for her

work. Some of Stanton’s 
capacities include moni- 
toring affordable units, 
creating and maintaining 
the database, and keeping 
track of regulatory agree- 
ments. 

Gingrich called the of- 
fice a “...great way to 
have part time staff with- 
out hiring somebody our- 
selves.” 

Stanton runs an office 
hour in Wilmington 1-2 
times each month. At the 
request of Selectman Greg 
Bendel, Gingrich will in- 
vestigate the possibility of

WILMNIGTON — Fol- 
lowing a vote of support 
from residents at the 2018 
Town Meeting, the Board 
of Selectmen has unani- 
mously voted to approve a 
Tax Increment Financing 
Agreement with Analog 
Devices. The plan will now 
be forwarded to the Eco- 
nomic Assistance Coordin- 
ating Council (HACC). 

The plan gives Analog 
$700,000 in waived permit 
fees and $4.3 million in 
property tax relief on the 
value of new facility con- 


struction. The tax benefit 
will be distributed over 
not more than eight 
years, but at least five 
years. As a condition of 
the agreement, Analog 
must create 50 new jobs 
by Dec. 31, 2024, and relo- 
cate 450 employees from 
its Norwood and Chelms- 
ford locations to the Wil- 
mington campus. 

If the company fails to 
keep to the terms of this 
agreement, representa- 
tives would be required to 
meet with the Board of 
Selectmen. If default con-

rich presented this article. 
She said in the meeting 
that the Planning Board has 
been working on this update 
to the by-law for over a year 
in order to make the law 
more user-friendly. She cal- 
led it a “stepping stone into 
clearer understanding.” 
What this article proposed 
was a Clarification of the cur- 
rent zoning by-law, which 
included defining terms and 
calculating sign allowances. 
Gingrich explained that the 
current sign section made it 
too hard to determine what 
was allowed. She mentioned 
that the Planning Board had 
been inundated with ques- 
tions whenever any company 
in town wanted to put up a 
sign because of how the rules 


changed based on each situa- 
tion. They simply wanted, 
she shared, to simplify the 
process so that users could 
determine what was allowed 
without having to call in to 
the Planning Board. 

When discussion opened 
up, residents asked ques- 
tions about what would be 
allowed based on the change 
according to the signs that 
they’d become accustom to 
putting up. 

Gingrich explained the 
rules that were currently in 
the by-law, effectively prov- 
ing how necessary the clari- 
fication of the by-law was. A 
number of other resident 
comments were heard and it 


was clear that despite the . 


clarification proposed, peo- 


ple were still confused about 
the by-law and what it was 
they were voting on. 

Frank West invited an 
amendment to section 6.3.3.4 
of Article 44 to say that 
these signs would be “pro- 
hibited within the right of 
public way,” which was ap- 
proved by a vote. Then a 
motion to move the question 
went through, and Gingrich 
informed the audience that 
the Planning Board and 
Planning Department would 
be withdrawing the motion 
to address the questions 
brought up by residents. The 
vote to withdraw the article 
passed, which means that 
for now the zoning by-law

State and local taxes deduction 
The total deductible amount is now 


limited to $10,000, including income, sales, and property taxes. 
More deductions that are eliminated 

Gone are the deductions for casualty and theft losses 
(except those attributable to a federally declared disaster); 
unreimbursed employee expenses; tax preparation expenses; 
other miscellaneous deductions previously subject to the 2% 
Adjusted Gross Income cap; moving expenses; employer-sub- 
sidized parking and transportation reimbursement. 

Itemizing deductions 

While we’re on the topic of deductions, many of these may 
how be a moot point, even to taxpayers who have been using 
them for years. Even though most major deductions are 
being kept in place, the higher standard deductions will make 
itemizing not worthwhile for millions of households. 

For example, let’s say that a married couple pays $7,000 in 
mortgage interest, makes $3,000 in charitable contributions, 
pays $4,000 in state and local taxes, and has $6,750 in unreim- 
bursed medical expenses. This adds up to $17,000 in 
deductions, which when compared with the previous $13,000 
standard deduction makes itemizing look like a smart idea. 

However, with the new $24,000 standard deduction for 
married couples, it would no longer be worth it to itemize.

“ol 
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Wilmington yarns - No handouts in the old days’

Where were the subsidies 
and government hand-outs 
of yester-year in Wilming- 
ton? Ask the tough old-tim- 
ers who never dreamed of 
such a thing in their younger 
days. 

In the 1800s, shoe making 
and butchering were the two 
principle industries. If a man 
was a good shoe maker, he 
might make as much as $1 
per day, and there was a 
shoe make’s shop in about 
every back yard in Wilming- 
ton, and a slaughter barn on 
most of the larger farms. 

Journeymen cobblers drove 
to Woburn or some other 
nearby town, got a consign- 
ment of soles, uppers and lin- 
ings which they took home 
and laboriously stitched to- 
gether by hand on their own 
lasts. The finished product

was then taken to the manu- 
facturer and a new lot of raw 
materials obtained. 
Jonathan Carter, who lived 
on Middlesex Avenue at Mys- 
tic Avenue, was doing this 
for a living and teaching his 
son Warren the trade. Then 
along came Bradley Eames 
and persuaded Jonathan to 
try the meat business, which 
he did. It involved rising at 
one o’clock in the morning, 
getting his meat at Bradley 
Eames’ slaughter barn on 
Woburn Street, and driving 
to Lynn, where he built up a 
high class line of customers, 
his profits running to $10 or 
$12 per day, as against the $1 
per day he had been making 
in the shoe business. 
Eventually he made enough 
to build a store opposite the 
North Wilmington railroad 
station. He retired from the 
meat wagon business and 
ran the store until he sold it 
to Bert Buck after the latter 
got married. Then Jonathan 
was able to become a gentle- 
man of leisure for the rest of 
his life, and fitted the part 
very nicely with his courtly 


manner and genial disposi- 
tion. The store eventually 
burned down, but Rodney 
Buck rebuilt it, and that 
building still stands on the 
original site. 

Times and prices were dif- 
ferent in the old days. Frank 
Eames would tell you how 
he went to work as a section 
hand on the Boston and 
Maine Railroad in 1875 for 
$1.35 a day. George W. Side- 
linker raised a family on a 
similar job and left them 
with money in the bank. In 
1876 Frank got a raise. He 
became a fireman on a loco- 
motive and earned as much 
as $9 a week by working 6 
days per week from 1 p.m. to 
4 a.m. the next morning. 

Even in 1887 when we built 
a house here, $9 per week 
was the prevailing scale for 
laborers. Wood choppers 
were paid $1 per cord, and 
prided themselves on their 
ability to make $2 per day if 
they were expert axemen. 
Carpenters got $2.25 per day, 
and white pine, straight- 
edge boards sold for $13 per 
thousand feet. 


Round beef was 25 cents 
for two pounds, while corned 
beef brought six to eight 
cents a pound. Milk was five 
cents a quart and eggs were ° 
usually about 14 cents a doz- 
en. If they got up to 18 cents, 
we thought they were high! 

As a small boy I can re- 
member walking to Mrs. 
Slack’s house on Ballardvale 
Street to buy eggs. She also 
did our washing, and was a 
very nice ironer. Her house 
stood where Fred Doucette’s 
does now, (19 Ballardvale 
St.) and it must have been’a ‘ 
healthy neighborhood. Mrs. 
Slack’s mother, Mrs. Simp- 
son, who lived with her, was 
100 years old when she died}*’ 
as was Fred Doucette’s 
grandmother, who lived just 
across the street. Mrs. Slack :’ 
herself lived to be 97 and her 
half-brother, John H. Simp- 
son, the last Civil War veter- 
an in Wilmington, lived to be 
94, 

Down the street in the old 
Pearson Tavern, Levi Swain 
and his wife Louisa seem to 
have slipped a bit. They only 
made it to 89.

When it may be wise to take Social Security at 62 


Most people claim Social 
Security relatively early, 
with nearly half starting 
benefits at age 62. That isn't 
always the best decision, 
because taking early bene- 
fits results in your monthly 
checks being smaller. 

Yet, there are some cases 
in which claiming your So- 
cial Security as early as pos- 
sible truly is the wisest 
move. If the following situa- 
tions apply to you, then you 
might want to look into the 
possibility of getting an 
early start on your Social 
Security benefits. 

1. Your family is waiting on 
you so that they can claim 
spousal or children's bene- 
fits. 

The elimination of the file- 
and-suspend rule has forced 
one-earner families into a 
dilemma: for an eligible 
spouse and children to claim 
benefits based on your work 
history, you now have to file 
for your own retirement ben- 
efits. Spousal benefits typi- 
cally last throughout your 
spouse's lifetime, but chil- 
dren's benefits typically end 
when the child reaches age 
18 or graduates from high 
school. 

Sometimes, it will make 
more sense to file early and 


' accept a smaller monthly 


payment for life if it means 


| getting more in family bene- 
| fits for your spouse, your 


children, or both. In particu- 


' lar, if you are retired but 


still have school-age chil- 
dren, or if your spouse will 


| rely entirely on spousal ben- 


efits and has a below-aver- 
age life expectancy, then the 
odds are highest that your 


filing early will be smart. 

2. You're a surviving spouse 
and have both retirement 
benefits of your own and 
potential survivor benefits. 

Things get complicated 
with Social Security in situa- 
tions in which a spouse has 
passed away. In that case, 
you might be entitled to 
retirement benefits based on 
your own work history as 
well as survivor benefits 
based on your spouse's work 
history. What many people 
don't realize is that you can 
make the decision to claim 
those benefits separately — 
meaning that you can claim 
your own benefits first and 
then later claim your sur- 
vivor benefits. 

Depending on the size of 
your respective benefits, 
your best move might be to 
claim your own benefits as 
soon as possible but then 
wait to claim survivor bene- 
fits until they've grown to 
their maximum amount. 
That way, you can get some 
income immediately, but 
you maximize your monthly 
payments later on when you 
need them the most. 

3. You will get a public pen- 
sion that will reduce your So- 
cial Security benefits later. 

Two provisions of Social 
Security can take away ben- 
efits for those who have 
worked in the public sector. 
Your spousal benefits can be 
reduced because of the Gov- 
ernment Pension Offset, 
which is designed to prevent 
double-dipping both from a 
public pension program and 
from Social Security. Con- 
versely, your own retirement 
benefits can get cut by the 


Windfall Elimination Pro- 
vision, which can reduce 
Social Security benefits for 
those who split their career 
between private employ- 
ment and public service. 
Based on your financial sit- 
uation, you should be able to 
anticipate the impact your 
public pension will have on 
the Social Security benefits 
you're entitled to receive. At 
some point, it might be 
smart just to take whatever 
money you can between age 
62 and whenever your public 
pension will kick in because,

at least that way, you'll get 
something from Social Sec- 
urity before the Government 
Pension Offset or Windfall 
Elimination Provision takes 
away part or all of your ben- 
efits going forward. 

Because of the financial hit 
from taking Social Security 
early, it makes sense to 
think carefully before apply- 
ing for benefits at age 62. 
However, in the above situa- 
tions, claiming benefits at 62 
may be the smartest move 
you can make.

honors Rep. Miceli

WILMINGTON — In honor 
of Memorial Day, iPods for 
Wounded Veterans co-foun- 
der and president Paul Car- 
dello shared his and the 
whole team’s appreciation 
for all of the work that for- 
mer Wilmington State Rep- 
resentative Jim Miceli has 
done with a statement. 

The statement from ‘the 
Wilmington 501(c)3 reads, 
“Your commitment to the in- 
jured service men and wo- 
men of the United States... 
you served so many. You will 
never be forgotten.” 

The team: wants to honor 
Miceli’s legacy by telling the 
real story of his work with 
iPods and veterans on a na- 


’ tional level: -: : 


Cardello explained . that 
iPods could never have ex- 
isted without Miceli’s help 
every step of the way.’ It’s 
iPods Media Relations mem- 
ber Richard -McGaffigan 
who revealed that iPods 
struggled on their own to get 
started helping veterans. 

“In the beginning we. were 
like a grassroots organiza- 
tion,” he said. ..- 

They had little reach in the 
community, he continued, so 
they decided to go somewhere 
else and build a name for 


themselves. That was. where 


Rep. Miceli stepped in to 
help.- ~ } i el ee 
“Miceli’s reach in Washing- 
ton D.C. and the surround- 
ing area allowed the Wil- 
mington team to visit with 
wounded servicemen and 
women and start their tradi- 
tion of trips to Virginia and 
D.C. hospitals. He achieved 
the security clearance nec- 
essary to get iPods team 
members into the. hospitals 
and medical centers to meet 
veterans in their: hospital 
rooms and hand deliver 
their gifts of electronics, 
hats, magazines, bracelets, 
and letters from students. 


“Companies like the Woun- 


ded Warrior Project couldn’t 
get. into those ‘ places,” 
McGaffigan continued. “Or if 
they did they’d leave things 
at the front desk.” 

That wasn’t good enough 
for Miceli. His influence has 
made it possible for iPods 
for Wounded Veterans to vi- 
sit and bring gifts to close to 
4,000 soldiers in six years, 
taking 22 trips to the D.C. 
area so far. 

After receiving clearance 
to visit with injured service 
men and women, iPods came 
back to Wilmington and star- 
ted growing here with Miceli 
on their side. 

“It’s not easy to run a 
501(c)3,” Cardello shared. 


“Every time we were having 
difficulty, we’d call him, and 
he’d figure out how to pro- 
ceed.” 

He described Micelli as a 
mentor who’d cut through 
red tape to get things done 
for iPods in ways that they 
couldn’t on their won. 

Besides being a representa- 
tive for iPods in D.C., Miceli 
represented iPods at -the 
State House. Cardello details 
several events that Miceli 
organized completely for dis- 
abled American veterans, In 
particular, Miceli honored all 
kinds of injured veterans in 
October 2015 at the Veterans 
Hall. 

“It was one of our biggest 
events ever... he brought in 
Navy Seal Tom Shea, who 
wrote the book Unbreak- 
able.” 

David Robertson, who 
worked with the former. rep- 
resentative at the State 
House, shared that the event 
was a day of honoring and 


enriching the lives of these 


veterans. 

Robertson affirmed how 

Miceli was an advocate; for 
injured and disabled veter- 
ans with iPods for the decade 
that they worked together. 
+ “[Miceli] was touched... 
for veterans who had some- 
thing happen to them for the 
sacrifice they made,” he 
said. 

Cardello said that Miceli 
knew a lot about Kuwait, 
Iraq, and Afghanistan veter- 
ans in rehabilitation. Accor- 
ding to Cardello, Miceli fiel- 
ded endless calls from sol- 
diers and their families, and 
that he made time for every 
person. 

There’s no minimizing the 
work that Miceli put. into 
iPods and into the Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury commu- 
nity as a whole. 

Richard McGaffigan. -ex- 
plained, “He had a vested 
interest in people’s lives... 
that’s really what separated 
him from a lot of. other po- 
liticians.”

selling fentanyl 


WOBURN — Middlesex 

District Attorney Marian 
Ryan has announced that 
Manuel Perez-Rosario, 43, of 
Lynn, and Juan Santana- 
Alrhanzar, 48, of Worcester, 
were arraigned today in 
Middlesex Superior Court in 
connection with allegedly 
selling over 800 grams of 
fentanyl to an undercover 
Massachusetts State Troo- 
per at a Woburn area hotel 
in January of 2018. 

Manuel Perez-Rosario was 
arraigned on one count of 
trafficking over 10 grams of 
fentanyl and conspiracy to 
violate the Massachusetts 
contfolled substance act. 

Juan Santana-Almanzar 
was arraigned on one count 


of conspiracy to violate the 
Massachusetts controlled 
substance act. 

Judge Kathe Tuttman set 
bail for Perez-Rosario at 
$250;000-eash and ordered the 
defendant, should he make 
bail, to wear a GPS monitor- 
ing bracelet. Judge Tuttman 
set bail for Santana-Alman- 
zar at $2,000 cash and 
ordered him to wear a GPS 
monitoring bracelet and sur- 
render his passport. The 
next scheduled hearing in 
this case is June 13. 

In December of 2017, Mas- 
sachusetts State Police 
Troopers assigned to the 
Special Investigations Unit 
of the Middlesex District 
Attorney’s Office began 


investigating the defendant, 
Perez-Rosario, for the sus- 
pected ‘distribution of fen- 
tanyl. On January 3, 2018, 
an undercover officer began 
communicating with Perez- 
Rosario to arrange a drug 
transaction. 

On January 18, 2018 at ap- 
proximately 4:00 p.m. an 
undercover officer allegedly 
arranged to purchase fen- 
tanyl from Perez-Rosario in 
exchange for $56,000 in cash. 
The Trooper allegedly es- 
corted . Perez-Rosario to a 
hotel.room where the money 
was inspected and the drugs 
were exchanged. Perez-Ro- 
sario was taken into custody 
by the Massachusetts State 
Police without incident. 
While Perez-Rosario was 
meeting with the officer in 
the hotel room, police ob- 
served another male, later 
identified as Santana-Al- 
manzar, circling the parking 
lots in the vicinity of the 
hotel. Investigators subse- 
quently stopped that vehicle 
and learned Santana-Al- 
manzar was allegedly serv-

MacDonald surpasses 1,000 strikeout clone

READING - Logan 
MacDonald's accomplish- 
ments and accolades in soft- 
ball have been off the charts. 
But on Monday afternoon, 
she went to an even higher 
level. 

The. Wilmington resident 
and senior at Austin Prep 
reached elite status becom- 
ing one of a selective few 
pitchers in the entire state of 
Massachusetts to have 
struck out 1,000 batters 
throughout her career. The 
right-hander did so in the 
Cougars' 11-0 win over 
Matignon. 

“Obviously this is an amaz- 
ing accomplishment,” said 
AP head coach Frank 
Sorrenti. “I believe you can 
count on one hand the num- 
ber of high school pitchers 
who have amassed over 1,000 
career strikeouts (in their 
careers).” 

Certainly reaching the 
milestone was incredible, 
but it became that much 
more special when 
MacDonald was honored for 
it. 

“I have been playing in this 
program for a long time, so 
getting 1,000 _ strikeouts 
means a lot to me,” she said. 
“I never expected to come 
close to 1,000, and didn’t 
realize I was close, so it was 
very exciting. My sister, 
Casey, who had pitched at 
Austin in the years before 
me, also presented me with 
the ball, which was nice.” 

Casey, along with parents 
Steve and Katie, were on 
hand during the game and 
presentation. The family 
have been a part of the 
Cougar Softball Family for 
quite some time. 

“Casey graduated in 2014, 
and we were able to play on 
the same team as each other 
when.I was in eighth grade 
and she was a senior,” said 
Logan. “It is very cool to be 
able» to follow in her foot- 
steps. It’s nice knowing that 
she played too and has the 
experience, so I can always 
ask her questions if I need 
to. We used to practice 
together and so it is nice to 
be able to take over when 
she left.” 

Logan made the varsity 
team-as an eighth grader 
and then took over the 
mound duties as a freshman. 
Since that first game she has 
absolutely dominated. In 
fact, to date she has a career 
record of 84-20 with a 1.27 
ERA: with 101 complete 
games. In 691.1 innings, she 
has given up 417 hits, 180 
runs, 125 of them earned, 
while walking 97, striking 
out 1,020 and tossing 46 
shutouts. 

MacDonald is the reigning 
two-time Boston Globe 
Division 3 Player of the Year, 
who has led her Cougars' 
team to the Division 3 state 
championship game each of 
the past two years losing to 
Turners Falls both times. 

‘ “Since that time as an 
eighth grader, Logan has 
steadily improved each sea- 
son and raised her game to a 
new’ level, ” said Sorrenti. 
“The -past two seasons she 
has matured into an elite 
pitcher and athlete and a 
true leader on our team. She 
has continued this upward 
swing in 2018 as well. She is 
the reigning Division 3 
Player of the Year for 2016 
and 2017 and was recently 
nominated for consideration 
for the Gatorade Player of 
the Year in Massachusetts.” 

Besides the stats, which 
includes a 16-0 mark this 
season, Sorrenti said proba- 
bly the biggest reason why 
MacDonald has had so much 
success is her demeanor on 
the mound and more impor- 
tantly as a student-athlete. 

“Logan is a coach's 
dream,” he said. As a pitch- 


er she not only has the phys- 
ical skills - the size, the dura- 
bility, the athleticism, the 
work ethic and the drive to 
excel - but, she also has mas- 
tered the mental side of the 
game as well. She is always 
poised and never gets rattled 
- always calm in the face of 
adversity and NEVER loses 
control of her emotions,” 
said the coach. “I believe her 
ability to control her emo- 
tions and remain calm and 
cool - when others are prone 
to panic - is her very best 
quality in terms of her ath- 
letic excellence. Logan is 
also intelligent, dependable 
and very 'coachable'. 

“More importantly, she is 
an outstanding student - she 
has committed to Babson 
College -- and she brings a 
warm and friendly personal- 
ity to the field every single 
day. In this age of self-cen- 
tered and_ self-promoting 
athletes, Logan is humble 
and reserved. Despite her 
accomplishments and athlet- 
ic prowess, she is a total 
team player and the con- 
summate teammate. As a 
result, she is extremely well 
liked and respected by the 
rest of our team and the 
entire program. 

“Logan has also emerged 
as a 'quiet leader' and is one 
of our tri-captains. She has 
also turned into one of our 
leading hitters as_ well. 
Logan leads our team by 
example every time she 
steps on the field and is a 
HUGE part of our success 
since she. joined our team 
and program five years 
ago.” 

As of this past weekend, 
AP was the No. 3 ranked 
team in all of Eastern 
Massachusetts according to 
the Boston Herald. That 
includes all of the powerful 
Division 1 and 2 teams in the 
south as well as the north. 
The Cougars have already 
won the CCL Championship 
and improved to 16-0 after 
the win over Matignon. 

Through the 16 games, 
MacDonald has a micro- 
scopic 0.46 ERA, giving up 
just seven earned runs in 107

innings, while scattering 40 
hits, walking 15 and striking 
out 182. And she. also has 
tossed 12 shut outs in 16 
games! 

“The season is going very 
well for us so far this year,” 
she said. “Our offense has 
really come alive this year, 
and everyone is hitting real- 
ly well. At the beginning of 
the year, we would’ve never 
guessed that we would be 
undefeated. 

“We knew we had a strong 
team, but the CCL is a tough 
league, so you never know 
what you are going to get. 
We hope to make another 
strong playoff run. We also 
know that we have to play 
many strong teams to get to 
the championship, so it will 
not be easy.” 

Over the last three years, 
MacDonald has compiled 15 
post-season wins, including 
four coming in the two sec- 
tional and Eastern Mass 
Championship games. She's 
lost three times in the post- 
season, two coming in the
